An Employer's Suggestions,

A lurge employer of labor, in thia
city, communicites the following sug-
gestions  regarding  deallngs hetwedn
employer and employe: s

Tirst of all the union must be thor-
First of all the unfon must be thor-
oughly organized, with intelligent, con-
gervitive, nnd vompetent leaders at the
hend, .

Then eiach member is to be assessed
gay $10 per mun, which serves as un
Inltlation fee. Assuming that the union
has a membership of 10,000 members,
this assessment will create a fund of
$£100,000, Application should then be
made to the vourts for o charter, as un
organization with @ cavital stock of
$100,000,

The dueg of cach member to be placed
at 81 a month per man, to defray the
expenses of the orgunization, Appli-
citlon is then to be made to o reputable
bunking Institution for a guarantee
bond, which will Insure each member
agulnst losy,

Insurance features, slck benefits and
burial funds are to be created in each
local branch of the organization to in-
sure the members against loss of time
by atcident or sickness and protection
for the widows und orphans in case of
death. Aunother feature is the intro-
duction of educational classes,

Still further is the establishment of a
permanent home for aged and indigent
members, and schools for the education
of orphans and permanent employment
bureaus for men and women identified
with the organization,

When these features ‘shall have been
established, vconclliatory committees
ghall be appolinted representing each
locul organlzation, and this committee
shall draft a fixed scale of wages to
apply to the district wherein the locals
represented are established,

A generul concillatory committee is
then to be formed by the various rep-
resentiatives of the different districts
in which one or more corporatiohs or
companles operiate, The fixed scale of
wiges governing the employment of
all men, women and children is to be
submitted to the directors or board of
managers representing the employing
interests.

In addition to this scale a bona-fide
guarantee I8 wulso to be submitted
agreeing to varry out the provisions of
the contract -submitted, together with
the endorsement of the company carry-
ing the guarantee bond, This contract
to be binding for a period of years
suitable to both parties to the contract.
At the expiration of the suald contract
representutives of bhoth interests to
meet and readjust whatever differences
arise meantime and fix uoon i similar
gcule for another term of years,

Under this proposition the employvers
can mike contracte “or thelr product
and flx the market price. This scheme
will include recognition of the orgian-
jzution, a fixed scule of wages, perma-
nent employment, and a community of
interests between employer and em-
ploye,

If such an arrangement can be estab-
lished, the employer who outlined this
plun for The Tribune feels confident
that all of the eorporations and vom-
panies wlll only be too glad to slgn the
&cule, glve a similur bond and do all in
their power to encourage the friendliest
of relatlons,

J. L, Crawford,
SBHERIFF. AT CARBONDALE.
The anticipated repetition of the

rlotous scenes of Monday at the North-
woest breaker of the Temiple Coal and
Iron company In the village of Simp-
son was averted yesterday by the
presence of Bheriff Schadt.

The gheriff was hustled to Carbon-
dale In a specinl train and thence to
Simpson, arrlving at the Northwest
about 640, He walted there until 7
o'clock, but there was even no nes
cessity for him to alight from the train.
There was little, If any Interference,
and when he was assured by the force
of men ot work on the new breaker
that his Interventlon was unnecessary,
he withdrew and was conveyed to the
Powderly mine of the Delaware and
Hudson, in Carbondale township, just
south of the city limits of Carbondule.
The miners had a couple of hundred
plekets about the mine and succeeded
In temporirily turning the few men
back who are at work there. The
men  returned, however, after the
strikerg foell back somewhat, There
was no demonstration of any sort at
thisy; point.

Nothing happened at the Coalbrook
brepker of the Delaware and Hudson,

A Tew plekets were at the Dunduaff
street crossing and farther up Dun-
daff street, the approaches to the

plece, as early as 5,30, but there was
no stopping of men.

Jumes Walsh, & company man #l
the Northwest, wag stopped by a num-
ber of forelgn women, who carried
stones and were assembled at Monkey
Run., Walsh spoke threateningly of
what he might do, as he was prepared
for an attack. This hint made the
crowd fall back and let him go in
peace,

OTHERS MOLESTED.

George lelmes, another company
man, was aroused from his home at 4
o'clock on Monday morning by a
crowd, and was later informed that
his life had been threatened by some
of the strikers, Still another one of
the men had stones hurled at him,
while fixing a steam pipe on the hill
below the breaker and had a narrow
escape from being struck. After these
attacks, the men were provided with
arms and will Hkely resist another on=
slaught.

It appears that it is
penters on the breaker
objects of attack, but the old em-
ployes of the company, minor bosses
and laborers, who elected to remaln
with the company. 'They have been
employed, principally, in grading about
the breaker, luying tracks, ete.

The women whom John Butler had
arrested on Monduy night, on charges
of attacking him with stones, cggs,
ete.,, supplemented by their tongues,
walved a hearing and entered bail be-
fore Justive Thomas Holmes, of Simp-
son.

Racket Brook washery was oper-
aled yesterday wlthout any interrup-
tion, A gang of men assembled on
Canaan streel, at Pender's, but it dis-
persed itself when It was realized that
only a few men responded to work,
About 8,30 the washery was com-
menced and ran uninterruptedly until
quitting time. Sheriff Schadt also vis-
ited Racket Brook to satisfy himself
that everything was all right,

The first break among the firemen

TROUBLE AT DURYEA.,

Duryen almost had another sgerious
labor disturbance yesterday morn-
ing, when the Warnke Coal c¢om-
pany brought a dozen or more men
to Its washery just below the depot In
that borough for the purpose of re-
suming operations, As was the cuase
yvesterday, when It wag expected an
attempt would be made to opernte the
washery, several hundred gathered on
the scene early, When the D, L, & W,
traln arrvived at Duryea this morning
about 6,30 o'clock a dozen men alighted
and hurried to the ofMice at the wash-
ery, where they kept well out of the
crowd which was there to all appear-
ances with the motive of preventing
all wttempts to commence work. The
officials of the company telephoned to
Sherlff Jacobsg for assistance and seven
deputles were dispatched to the scene,
Before the arrival of the deputles, how-
ever, the officiuls declded to take their
men back to Scranton, and as the 9,490
traln approached the depot the Imports
made a dash for It, amid a shower of
stones from the crowd. One of the
men was hit in the neck with a rock
und felled to the ground, but wus not
badly Injured, The crew of a shift-
Ing train which brought emply cars to
the wauashery also had a lively time
with the crowd and before the engine
pulled out several of the windows in
the cab bhad been broken with stones,
